An important connec- 
tion la. to be built with this road — 
the Virginia ft Kentucky from Wise, 
Va., through the Birchfield, Long's 
crefk end Pound river sections, rich' 
coal ai.i timber fields, twenty-five 
miles, plans now being made look- 
ing to tbe early construction of the 
road. It is to be an extension of 
the Virginia ft Kentucky railroad. 

With the Baltimore ft Ohio rail- 
road getting considerable headway 
in. the coal fields, the matter of a 
parallel line of the B. ft O. with 
the Chesapeake ft Ohio up the Big 
Sandy river, long talked of, is be- 
ing tevlved again, and it is said 
plans fie being perfected looking 
to that end. Those who have the 
matter in hand say It is absolutely 
necessary In order to handle the 
Immense coal tonnage that Is sure 
to be handled over the Big Bandy 
river iou\e. With only the C. ft O. 
to handle this big tonnage and the 
tig un erase that is sure to come 
with the completion of the V. ft O. 
tnrrmgh the "Breaks," railroad 
projectors see and know something 
must be done and that at once. 

The big shlpmenta that are to 
conn from along the line of 'he 
Sandy Valley ft Elkhorn (owned by 
the U. & O.) from Jenkins and vl- 
cinltj, will eventually tax the C. 
ft O. to Its limit, much leas the big 
operations now coming into reality 
along Beaver creek. 



Morgan county operatlone con- 
tinue unabated and a number of 
new drills hae been moved into the 
field. So strikes of large capacity 
have been made lately, but several 
completions show a production 
above the average, and the county 
is one of the best bets for future 
operations.

The well recently drilled by this 
company on the Joe Hutchinson 
placi is reported to be making 
tittle more than three barrels per 
day 

The well recently drilled by the 
Wuyne Oil Company on the Well- 
man tract was shot. Wednesday and 
U now being cleaned out. The well 
on the D. C. Hughes tract adjoin- 
ing, belonging to the same company, 
is reported to be making eight bar- 
rels per day. 

The Ohio Fuel Company is pre- 
paring to pipe the gas from the 
Tom Hays well near Yatesville to 
the locations referred to above, for 
use as fuel In drilling the three 
wells.

Tbe company whieb is to supply 
natural gas to Louisville has al- 
ready secured a line from the wells 
In the western part of Wert Vir- 
ginia to Inez. Ky. From thla point 
a right of way haa been secured al- 
most in a bee line to Louisville, and 
passes west of West Liberty in 
Morgan-co., Frenchburg In Menefee, 
Winchester in Clark, runs about 
eight miles south of Lexington and 
five miles north or Versaile* In 
Fayette and WorfBford, about mid- 
dle dstance between Lawrenceburg 
and Frankfort, about 5 miles from 
Shelbyville, and thence to Louis- 
ville. 

A right of way baa been secured 
along the whole distance, except a 
few gaps, where condemnation may 
be necessary. 

The order for the pipe and fit- 
tings has been placed, and It la in- 
tended to start workman the line at 
several places at the saipe time. 

It is estimated that in point of 
time for the completion of the 
work, one mile in the mountains la 
equal to two miles in the flat conn- 
try, so that arrangements have 
been made to start the gangs clos- 
er together in the mountainous part 
of the country through which the 
line comes. * 

The line will be of 1 2-inch steel 
pipe, tested to 40ft pounds presi 
per square Inch. The joints will be 
of the most modern construction, 
made absolutely tight before the 
ditch Is filled. The pipe will be 
placed in a deep trench, ao as to 
allow at least a two-foot cover over 
the top of the pipe. In this way it 
will not interfere with the cultiva- 
tion of .the land. 

At river crossings two pipes will 
be laid, each one large enough to 
carry all the gas, in esse accident 
should occur to the other. Arrange- 
ments are made so that tbe broken 
pipe cpn be shut off while repairs 
are being made without losing any 
gas. 

The distance from Louisville to 
the gas fields is about 210 miles, 
but by securing the use of the line 
to Inez, the pipe that moat be con- 
structed to Louisville amounts to, 
about 185 miles. — Evening Post.
